The wind attained a velocity of sev- 


enty-fire miles an hour and seemed 
bent paricularly on removing 
roofs 


of houses, barns and bos cars and

shacks from their foundations and scat- j 
tering materials of the Great Northern 
Railroad far and wide. 


Without warning the -wind rushed 


tapon this city and wrecked several 
email buildings and continued east- 
•ward along the Great Northern, scat- 
tering neatly arranged piles of ties 
along the right .of way and^upon- meet- 
ing a freight train which was in the 
path ci he centre of the storm lifted 
the roofs from fourteen box cars. 


"When the storm struck Shelby two 


lungalows were unroofed 
"with the 


cleanness and dispatch of a buzz saw 
trorktng on. a pine board/ and then 
picked up three small 
shacks and 


lifted them from their foundations. 


Word of the storm was relayed to 


Havre and when the sky became over- 
•*cast and approach of the stprm immi- 
nent, the public schools there were dis- 
missed aad the children sent to their 
homes. 


"When the storm arrived at Chester 


Snuch of the force vras dissipated and 
It appeared to take a wider sweep. 


While this storm was wrecking all 


that was not securely fastened in the 
north central part of the state. Helena 
and the farming section near the city 
•were fighting a sixty-mile gale which 
ripping awnings from stores, smashed 
many plate glass windows in business 
houses, ripped off storm.-windows from 
residences, roiled empty ash c-ans for

roofs off several small granaries, blow- 
tag the wheat accl oats about and 
causing much loss.
